Pyle ’ c ., career as the most-loved of war correspondents almost ended almost the min- 
ute lie set foot on Franco, was almsot killed by a roporter-who happened to bo tin 
American soldier. When 1 w as on. the Morning Ileus in Wilmington in the early 1950s Bon 
Ilutcliinson was the copy boy. He became a reporter. Drafted or enlisted in the army he 
was, I think, a sergeant in the invasion. IIo hold the story on liimself after retirement 
when thf pape.r\liad a story on Ids as I recall 75th birthday. In it he gave the details 
of Ids almost killing P/le by mist- dee. 

Bon became a tennis champion. He also revolted one night when he was the copy 
boy. Perhaps the story may interest you sometime. He was used to create a sensation 
that was used to be able to hide what happened when Pierre jduPont was called to testi- 
fy by the Senate llye committee on the munitions industry. Wliad no idea of what he was 
used for and I doubt he remembers what I remember very well. 

What I want you to keep entirely to yourself for now is my belief that the Assassi- 
nation Records Review Board is going to fail and intends to.
